The Building Committee, for the erection of the 
new Public School Building, in Bloomfield, New Jer- 
se ake the following report : 
d oan 3o open on the 24th of April, 
1871, for the carpenter and mason work from Vn 
different parties, and the contracts were awarde to 
the lowest bidders. The carpenter Work to Mr. 
Joseph K. Oakes, and the mason work to Messrs. 
Isaac Van Winkle & Son. The contract for seating 
was given to Nathaniel Johnson, of New York. | The 
stenm-heating apparatus was put in by George L. 
Fried, of Newark, N. J. Your committee made dili- 
gent and careful investigation as to the best and most 
reliable heating apparatus, and the latest improve- 
ments in seating, and have obtained what they con- 
~ sider the best adapted to our wants. : 
^ ‘The eighth of May, 1871, ground was broken, and 
on the seventh of June following the corner stone was 
laid with appropriate exercises. Che building was to 
have been completed on the eighth of December last, 
but owing to delays was not ready for occupation till 
the last week in January of the present year. 

The size of the buildiog is 48 feet 8 inches by 92 
feet, and three stories high, with towers in ule center 
on each side 9x15 feet, in which are the stairways 
for the children—the north tower being also designed 
for a belfry. The south tower contains a water uk 
supplied from the roof, and connected with a teachers 
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wash room below. Built of the best Groton or North 
River brick, faced on the north, west and south sides 
with Philadelphia brick. ‘The roof is covered with 
slate. The boys’ entrance is on the north side, the 
girls’ on the south, and the teachers’ or main entrance 
on west side of the building. On the right of the 
main entrance is a teachers’ or committee room 
18 x 205 feet; on the left is the furnace or boiler room 
18x203 feet. The remainder of the first story is 
divided by a brick wall in the middle lengthwise and 
is used for a play ground for the children in stormy or 
inclement weather—the north half for the boys, the 
south half for the girls. 

The second floor is divided as follows: an assembly 
room in the center 42 x 45 feet; two class rooms on 
the east or rear of the assembly room 22 x24 feet 
eacb, and separated from the assembly room by glass 
partitions slidingfrom the center up and down, bringing 
them together when occasion requires, making an au- 
Gience room 45x66 feet; in front of the assembly 
room and on each side of the teachers’ or main stair- 
Way are two class rooms 18 x 204 feet, with a teach- 
ers’ wardrobe and closet over the front entrance. 

The arrangement of rooms in the third story is, in 
all respects, like the second Story. The method of 
ventilation is somewhat new and has not been suffi- 
ciently tested, perhaps, to speak with entire confidence 
of its success. T'he principle, however, is believed to 
be correct, and with some slight modifications in its 
application we think will prove a great success. The 
impure air is drawn off through registers in the floor, 
Connecting with ventilating shafts leading to and 
through the peak of the roof, and covered with Ab. 
bots Ventilating "Top. Heat is generated in the 
ventilating shafts to produce a more active circula. 
tion and stronger draft of air from the rooms. Fresh 
air is supplied to the building from without by con- 
duots, the air passing through a chamber supplied 
With coils of pipe, heated with steam, so that a column

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REGULATIONS 


OF THE 


CENTRAL UNION FREE SCHOOL, 


BLOOMEIELD, N. J. 


ADOPTED MARCH, 1872. 





1m The Trustees shall meet within ten days after 


their election, and organize by appointing from their 
number a President, a ‘Treasurer and a Clerk. 


2, The President shall preside at all meetings of 
the Board, shail appoint all committees unless other- 
wi 9 ordered, call extra meetings of the Board, and 
have the usual powers of the presiding officer of similar 
corporations.

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EXTRACTS FROM THE SCHOOL LAW. 


Approved March 21, 1869, | 
$ 45. And be it enacted, That every teacher shall 
have power to hold every pupil aecountable, in school, 
for any disorderly conduct on the way to or from 
school, or on the play grounds of the school, or during 
recess, and to suspend from school any pupil for good. 
causa; provided, that such suspension shall be reported 
by the teacher to the trustees as soon as practicable ; © 
and if such action is not sustained by them, the 
teacher may appeal to the County Superintendent, 
whose decision shall be final. 


§ 47. And be it enacted, That pupils of the publie 
school shall comply with the regulations established 
in pursuance of law for the government of such 
schools; shall pursue the course of study, and use the 
series of text books prescribed by the trustees and 
County Superintendent, and shall submit to the au- | 
thority of the teachers; continued or wilful disobedi- 
ence, or open defiance of the authority of the teacher, 
the use of habitual profanity or obscene language, 
shall constitute good cause for suspension or expulsion 
from school; any pupil who shall in any way cut, de- 
face, or otherwise injure any school house, fences, or 
out-buildings thereof, shall be liable to suspension and 
punishment; and the parents of such pupils shall be 
liable for damages to the amount of injury, on com- 
plaint of the teacher, the amount to be determined by 
the trustees, and collected by the district clerk, by an 
action in debt therefor, in any court having jurisdio. 
tion, in his name as district clerk, together with the 
costs of said action. 2 

§ 81. And be it enacted, That no teacher shall be — 
permitted to inflict corporal punishment upon any child 
in any school in this State. 


NoTE TO PARENTS.—As corporal punishment is forbidden by law, 
parents will see the absolute necessity of sustaining the teachers in such 
forms of punishment as they may adopt. c 
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
